Attached is a completed Form PTO/SB/08(A&B) and copies of the references cited 
thereon. All cited references are in the English language. 

The attached form PTO/SB/08b includes a four page document which formed a part of a 
catalog produced for AVTEC. The catalog was distributed to selected consultants and dealers, 
in 1983, soliciting offers on various equipment for sale. The catalog did not show a price, for 
the equipment and no sale of the described equipment was made. A unit similar that shown in 
the AVTEC catalog, and having a remotely located storage tank, was constructed, from 
commercially available components, and was installed, in 1974, in the Tio Pepe Restaurant, in 
Baltimore, Maryland, to test the functionality of the unit. The unit was not sold to the 
Restaurant. This unit remains in place, at the Restaurant. 

The present invention differs from the equipment described in the AVTEC catalog in that 
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the present invention does not include a hinged panel, at the base of the flue extension, through 
which kitchen air can be drawn into the flue extension. The introduction, into the flue 
extension, of kitchen air, which is significantly cooler than flue gases, reduces the temperature 
of the gases passing through the flue and thereby reduces the effectiveness of the heat reclaiming 
apparatus. Additionally, the radiator assembly of the present invention is adapted to be 
mounted, on the flue riser, by a set of brackets. The equipment described in the AVTEC catalog 
and the equipment tested at the Tio Pepe Restaurant required that the water wall be welded to 
the flue riser or attached by other similar means. The radiator assembly, of the present 
invention, can be more easily installed with less alteration to the standard surface cooking 
equipment.
